2, hese families were transferred to the region of Terek, north of Grazny, near 
Kizgliar. They are all simple, quiet folk, shepherds, farmers, and so forth, 


3. It is known that mysterious noviet manufacturing enterprises are going on in 
the Caucasus, Presumably, these deportations are in some way related to them.
